REMARKABLE FALLS 


A Few Incideritsfroii-the Workman's 
Budget Showing how Truth Is 
Stranger than Fiction. . 


In the Boston daily papers, the day 
after the big storm of 1898 when many 
homes were desolated by the loss of the 
Portland off the coast of Massachusetts, 
might have been seen the account of the 
peculiar experience of a young man in 
Boston, such an experience as seldom 
comes to a man and allows of his living 
to tall of it. 

The young man in question was em- 
ployed in a well known plumbing estab- 
lishment in Boston and was ~ credited 
with possessing the steadiest head and 
most nerve of any of the men working 
at this shop.

Young’s hotel is.a-nine story-stru 
located in thé lieart of Ss city, and 
gutter which was to be fixed ran around 
the building at the eaves. The partic- 
ular point at which the leak occurred 
was on the side of the building on a 
short street between Washington and 


‘fremont streets.- —‘Fhe-roof of the~build- 


ing isa Mansard, so that, a-man -with a 
steady head can get out of a window and 
walk around the building in the gutter. 
~That is what this particular young 
man planned to do. Getting out of a 
window he started along the gutter to 
investigate the leak: For a part of the 
way all went well: ‘ 

But in an instant the complexion of 

matters was all changed. One foot 
struck against an iron gutter support 
which had- become= loosened; and, altho’ 
the shock was slight, it threw him off 
hig balance and he knew that he was 
going to fall. Quick as a flash he shoved 
himself .out from the building. and 
jumped, in order, if possible, to go down 
feet foremost. 
« Like a plummet he fell the height of 
the nine stories up to his chin, unhurt, 
in a big pile of snow which..had been 
thrown up in the gutter previous to 
being carted away: Many people had 
seen his terrible fall and were amazed at 
his-escape*from instant death or terrible 
injury, and a crowd of a thousand people 
soon gathered. - By~the:help of same of 
the bystanders he was. extricated from 
the snow, and in spite of all persuasions 
to the contrary went back and _ fin- 
ished the job. s 

Returning to the. shop, the proprietor 
inquired if he had finished and he replied 
that be had, but said not a word of his 
fall. ‘To his fellow employees he merely 
remarked that he had just had @ peculiar 
experience, telling them that he had 
fallen from Young’s hotel. As he was 
fond of fooling they thought it a joke 
and said no more about it, until the

the wall his landing place would have 


been on the hard sidewalk, and the re- 
sults are disagreeable to think about. —

Boston. Every one of his falls was due 
to the giving away of thé staging on 
which he was at work. 

At the time of his first fall he had 
gone out on the staging early in the 
morning before any of the other work- 
men had-arrived to take measurements. 
This accomplished, he sat down a moment 
to enter some figures in a mnotebook, 
when suddenly, without the slightest 
warning, the staging gave way. In- 
stinctively he jumped and that was the 
last.thing he remembered until he came 
to in the hospital. 

Fortunately he landed on his feet on a 
pile of sand which had been dumped on 
the sidewalk for the use of the masons 
who were working inside the building. 
Had it not been that a big plank from 
the scaffolding struck him 
that moment, he would not have been 
hurt -at—all,_As-it—was,—his leg was 
broken and his’ back severely in- 
jured, necessitating a long seige in the 
hospital. 

Two other times lias this same man 
fallen, the distances of his falls aver- 
aging seventy or eighty feet, and on one 
of these times he escaped without a 
scratch, while dn the second occasion 
his right arm was broken in’his attempt 
to stay his fall by grasping at some- 
thing during his descent. 

Such experiences come to few men, 
and no one reaHy longs for such things 
to happen to him. 


A Timely Hint. 


The following from thé Boston Adver- 
tiser of Dec. 13 may be of interest and a 
help in these.times.of soft coal: 


To the Editor of the Advertiser: 

The difficulty and annoyance. 
which those experience who try to 
burn soft coal as they would anthra- 
cite, pass away when the art of its 
manipulation is mastered. 

Obliged to use it ina foreign coun- 
try during several years for cooking 
and heating, the writer passed from 
disaster to success with it by study- 
ing the methods of the housekeepers 
of that land where hard coal is un- 
sold, almost unknown. 

Soft coal is generally bought in a 
form containing chiefly powder, some 
lumps of coal. One takes a half hod- 
ful of this, knocks up the lumps a 
little finer, till about the size of 
chestnuts, and pours on water, mix- 
ing all toa crumbly and moist paste, 
not_.dripping. . 

Of this paste one spreads an even 
layer, about one inch thick, over 
the fire now and then, or on the fine 
kindlings. 

At night the paste is laid deeper, 
3 or 4inches, made airtight all round; 
then a rod the size of a stout poker 
is thrust down through the centre 
and withdrawn, making a draft (the 
air always enters below coal bed), 
the coal and water quickly fuse into 
a solid mass, except for the centre 
draft hole, and it is left all night.

days that they -had not got the matter 
properly regulated but insisted that the 
road had the right to collect three 
fares between Andover and Haverhill. 
The transfers he said would be given 
as soon as the roads were consolidaied 
and the reason why they are — being 
given at the Haverhill end is because 
that portion of the road is the property 
of the Boston and Northern and they 
may give transfers as they please. 

The selectmen have placed the mat- 
ter in: the hands of Mr. Knox and 
have given him the power to draw up 
all necessary papers to compel the road 
to do those things. that are required 
and to submit his-plan of operation» 
to the board at a later meeting.

FORMER PASTOR DEAD 


Rev. Leverett §8. Bradley,. Formerly 
Rector of Christ Church, Dies 
Suddenly at Philadelphia. 


—_—_ 


A despatch from Philadelphia dated | 


Dec. 31, chronicles the death of the Rev. 
Leverett Bradley, pastor emeritus of the 
church of St. Euke’s Epiphany Episcopal, 
Philadelphia, and until recently associate 
rector of the church. Only a few weeks 
ago he declined the offer of thie rector- 
ship on account of his health. Mr. 
Bradley was a pastor of Christ church 
for about 3 1-2 years, severing his con- 
nection with that ehureh in the autumn 
of 1887,. He. was a veteran of the Civil 
war, having enlisted when only 15 years 
old, while a brother two years younger 
enlisted at the same tinie. His war 
career was very honorahle and he was 
advanced to the rank of first lieutenant 
for bravery. 

The Rev. Leverett Bradley was born 
in July, 1846, at the old Bradley farm 
in Methuen, Mass., just opposite the 
present site of the Bradley Farm golf 
club grounds. He was the son of Lev- 
erett and- Katherine Frye Bradley. His 
early life waS’spent at his father's 
homestead. — Hts~~ -education-—*-was. 
gained primarily in the — schools 
of Methuen, and. he later stud- 
ied at the Lawrence High school, and 
was graduated from.that -institution. 
At the close of his High school educa- 
tion he went to war and later entered 
Phillips Andover academy, being 
graduated with honors.“In his early life 
his thoughts were solely to. prepare 
himself for the ministry and it was to 
this end that he studied laboriously. 
He entered Amherst college after fin- 
ishing the course at Andover, and was 
one of the leaders in athletics there. 
He captained the first college rowing 
eight, when that sport was inaugurat- 
ed among the» American colleges, and 
his team was victorious, bringing glory 
to the institution and the fndividual 
members of the rowing team. In Am- 
herst he was a_ theological student, 
studying for the Congregational minie- 
try. 

He was engaged as tutorSoeane sow 
of Caldwell Colt, the great gun manu- 
facturer at Hartford, Conn, This point 
in his life. changed -the -course of his 


| career and’ he allied himself with the 


Episcopal doctrine, a-°strong -believer 
ant worker in. which creed he passed 
away. He later connected himself with 
the Rev. Phillips Brooks, at 
church, Boston. & 

His army life was previous to the as- 


sumption of studies at Andover acad- ; 


emy. He enlisted in Company B, Ist 
Massachusetts volunteers, 14th Heavy 
Artillery. He took an active part in 
campaign. He served until 
the close of the war and was advanced 
to the rank of First Lieutenant for 
bravery during the strife. 

He was identified with the “work of 
Phillips Brooks for five year§s, after 
which he assumed charge of a parish 
of .._Episcopaleans .at.Gardner, 
which he held for four years. After 
Gardner—..he- 
came to Andover, He preached at the 
old. Christchurch which was. des- 
troyed by fire while he was there and 
-he_built the-present—Christ-church, 

Upon completion of his work at An- 
dover he went to Philadelphia, Pa. 
Where he was engaged for over twelve 
years as associate rector of St, Luke's 
Epiphany Episcopal church, recently 
retiring from that capacity, owing to 
failing health. 

Of recent years Mr. Bradley has not 
been in sound health, frequently taking 
European trips for the benefit of his 
health.- In the last féw years his 
trips. have been oftener and he has 
been accompanied by his: wife and fam- 
ily 

Tye sides his wife, Mrs, 
ley Bradley of Boston, he is survived 
by three sons, Leverett Bradley, Jr., 
and Walter Bradley, both students at 
Harvard University and Ralph Brad- 
ley a student at Groton, and Miss 
Margaret Bradley, who ‘is studying at 
a private school in New York city. He 
leaves three brothers, George B. Brad- 
ley of, Methuen, Col. J. Payson Bradley 
of Boston. who is engaged in the oil 
business, and Frank J. Bradley, a boot 
and shoe manufacturer.

Transfers are given on the Haverhill 
end only to all the divisions of that road, 
i. e., for the first five cent fares on the 
Lawrence, Groveland, West Newbury, 
Newburyport, Main street, Mt. Washing- 
ton and Cedar street lines. | 


The new line connects at Sutton’s 
corner, North Andover—with the North 
Andover and Methuen division the 


Boston & Northern road, at the junction 
of the Air Line, (now known as Massa- 
chusetts avenue) and Railroad street, 
and at Wilson’s corner, with the new 
Lawrence & Salem line, and at Andover 
Square with all Boston cars as well as 
cars for Andover hill and Lawrence.

| Destructive Fire.— Andover Man 
| Part Owner of Building. 


The ‘business section of 
+wasvisited— Tuesday 
the most disastrous fire which the 
‘city has suffered since the great Glea- 


son building fire in 1897. The large 
three-story structure at 430 Essex 
street, occupied by Fred P. Berry & 


Co., furniture dealers, and owned by 
W. H. Godfrey of this city and J. War- 
ren Berry of Andover, father of F. P. 
Berry, was entirely gutted by 
from the basement to the roof, and 


walls and the charred wooden front, 
with a network: of burned timbers in 
the interior. The building was badly 
damaged, and, the entire stock of 
the large establishment is a total loss. 

The building “was valued. at about 


the interior, the loss will not exceed 
five or six thousand dollars. It is cov- 
ered by insurance with John K, Nor- 
woot.- In the structure - was about 
$13,000 worth of stock. This was’ all 
- destroyed or “damaged -to such an ex- 
tent that it is practically worthless. 
| The stock was insured with C. W. Cof- 
ffin and-others tothe amount of about

office, by: the book-keeper, Miss Mabel 
“Thornton: ~The young ~tady ~~ endéa v= 
ored to right the small stove and in so 
doing sustained a severe burning of 
the face, So rapidly did the flames 
Spread that it was but a moment after 
the overturning that she was obliged 
to flee for her life, from the doomed 
building. She had not time to take 
her wraps and other belongings from 
the office, but. rushed into the. street, 
leaving behind her an elegant fur col- 
lar and other things which were rap- 
idly consumed by the blaze. 

Assistant Marshal’ Houghton and 
others who saw the, fire in its incipi- 
ency, said that nevér before had they 
witnessed such a spectacle. It was 
but a few moments from the time the 
fire started that the entire building 
was a mass of flames, from the ground 
to the roof. The lower floor was 
sheathed, the two upper floors simaply 
finished in raw wood, and the timber 
was so dry that.the whole building 
‘went up as if filled with gunpowder. 
On the three floors were- furniture, 
mattresses, excelsior and other ma- 
terials which were quick to ignite and 
furnished, excellent food -for the rav- 
ishing flames. 

At the time that the fire broke out, 
‘Mr. Berry and F. B. ‘Miller were in 
the upper story, and they had barely 
time to escape with their lives. It was 
with great difficulty that they »made 
their way from the burning building. 

The alarm was sounded by Officer 
Cadogan from box 14 which is located 
,at the corner of Essex and Hampshire 
‘streets,-and in-rapid time” the depart= 
ment~“responded, ~ ™:

| Monstrous tongues of fire shot out 
through the windows and the flames

The whole interior of the build- 
ing Was one mass of fire and for many 
| minutes the several streams of water 
| Seemed useless, 
The fire was fought from the side- 
| walk at first until the ground floor had 
| been gotten wnder control, then a lad- 
der was put and Chief Rutter was the 
first man to appear upon it. He went 
to the top, looked into the building and 
then descending ordered his men up. 
| Other ladders were quickly erected and 
three or four lines of hose were carried 
up and the streams were. shot as high 
as possible and as deen into the build- 
ing as they could be made to reach. 
Jack MeDonald, who made himself 
famous at the recent bridge fire by 
Stringing wires and fighting the fire 
under the bridge by standing upon 
them, again distinguished himself to- 
day, when he saw that the Forbes 
block, which is occupied by Musk and 
Lillis, and which is next to the Berry 
building, was in danger.
